The United States has none compiet-

four in service and eight projected. 
France and Italy have no battle cruis- 
ers bu or buiiding. 

In compiling the figures as to cruis- 
er strength, rigid quaiifications were 
laid down for this type of vessel. The 
requirenrents for first line cruisers 
were declared to be “large, fast cru's- 
erg capable of keeping station with the 
capable of keeping station with the 
battle fleet.” Neither the United States 
Japan or France nor Ltaly have beey 
able to meet this requirement. Great 
Britain is creditel with two such ves- 
sels in service, none under construc- 
tion and twenty in the eecond line. 
Neither Jepan, France nor Italy hes 
any such cruisers built or building. 

In light cruiser strength Great 
Britain leads 2i1 other nations by a 
large margin with Japan second and 
the United States a poor third. The 
British navy has 44 light cruisers In 
the firs: line, 24 in the eecond line 
and five under construction.

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—The prob- 
lem of settiements between United 
States and Canadian railroads, among
